The house 
occupied by Richard Bailey was one mile 
north and two miles east of here. The 
storm swept it entirely away and filled the 
cellar with rubbish. There are twenty 
dead horses, and cows and hogs fill the 
yard. Mr. Bailey, his wife, two children 
and nephew were killed outright. Bailey. 
with a piece of a fence board driver into 
his side, is dying. His three other children 
Mary, Lena and John—are fearfully in- 
jured. Mary's mind is unseated by the 
shock, and friends have to hold her.

TWO CLOUDBORSTS, 


They Deluge the Country North of the 
Cyclone District. 


MARSHALLTOWN, Io., May 2.—Two 
cloudbursts between this city and State 
Center, one shortly before midnight and 


the other about 1 o’clock Sunday morning, 
struck the Chicago and Northwestern track 
west of here. The whole countr was 
deluged and everything loose was afloat in 
a few minutes. 

The railway crosses Linn Creek three 
times between here and State Genter. It is 
but a mere rivulet ordinarily, and flows 
through the south part of the city. About 
2 a. m. officials of the Northwestern sent 
messengers along the lowlands to warn the 
residents near the stréam to flee to higher 
land for safety, as the flood was rapidly 
approaching. At that time a man could 
almost have jumped across Linn Creek. An 
Adour later it was a rushing river nearly 
half a mile wide. 

The water came down from the west in 
two walls, three feet high. Dwellings along 
the bottom were flooded to a depth of three 
feet, and all who failed to ‘heed previous 
warnings had to be rescued in boats.

During Ten Minutes Nearly an Inch of 
Water Fell. 

CHICAGO, III., May 25.—A storm of un- 

usual severity struck Chicago at 2:15 o’clock 

this morning. Basemends in the down town 


districts were flooded and considerable dam- 
age was done. During the short space of 
ten minutes from 2:20 to 2:30 o’clock nearly 
an inch of water fell. The storm was ac- 
companied by terrific thunder and light- 
ning. The sewers were unable to carry 
away the water as fast as it fell, and the 
Sdreets were flooded for a time. 

The storm came at about the hour when 
the newspapers were preparing to go to 
press, and the press rooms of nearly all 
the big morning dailies were flooded, neces- 
sitating the calling of assistance from the 
fire department. 

In the suburbs of Edison Park, Norwood 
Park, Irving Park and Evanswood, a total 
of nearly a score of buildings, two of them 
churches, were demolished and hundreds of 
shade trees were uprooted. The rain fall 
amounted to a cloudburst, the precipitation 
being, according to the Weather Bureau, 
1.46 inches in ten minutes, breaking all 
previous local records, 

During the storm a cottage on North Ash- 
land avenue was lifted from its founda- 
itons and carried a distance of thirty feet 
into a vacant lot.

“Broad Gauge” Delegates to the 
Prohibition Convention. 


THEY HAVE A MAJORITY 


And Will Make a Hard Fight to Have 
Free Coinage Indorsed by 
the Conventien. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 25.—Free silver at 
a ratio of 16 to 1 promises to be the main 
issue before the Prohibitionist National 
Convention which will convene here next 
Wednesday. Leaders of both factions of 
the party are here, and they say it will be 
the liveliest convention the party has ever 
held. Ex-Governor John P. St. John of 
Kansas will lead the free silver wing of the 
party, while the opposition will be headed 
by Samuel Dickey of Albion, Mich., Chair- 
man of the National Central Committee, 


and a strong gold standard man. 

Ex-Governor St. John says that two- 
thirds of the Prohibitionists, of the country 
are for free silver, and th the rank and 
file are too poor to come to the convention. 
It would cost a Kansas farmer the price of 
400 bushela of corn to get here, he says, 
and they can not afford it. 

Chairman Dickey says that there will be 
three factions in the convention—one 
which desires a platform for prohibition 
only, one desiring any sound declaration 
which can be adopted without serious op- 
position, and a third which desires prohibi- 
tion, free silver, woman suffrage, free 
trade, Government ownership of railway 
and telegraph lines, restricted immigration 
3 and united ownership ͤ o 


and. — 

This latter faction is said to have a ma- 
jority of the delegates, and is called the 
“broad-gauge wing.“ 

The leading candidates for the nomina- 
tion for President are Joshua Levering of 
Baltimore, who represents the narrow- 
gauge wing.“ and Charles E. Bentley of 
Nebraska, a free silver or “broad gauge“ 
man, representing the conservatives. 

Ex-Governor St. John says there will be 
about 900 delegates in attendance, but Mr. 
Dickey thinks there will be over 1,000. From 
the way the hotels are filling it is estimated 
by the leaders that the convention will be 
attended by from 10,000 to 15,000 Prohibi- 
tionists. 

Samuel Dickie, Chairman of the National 
Central Committee, who has attended every

The graves of the mur- 
dered children are in a tturbeh,“ or mau- 
soleum, in the suburb of Eyonb, at the 
Golden Horn. 

The murdered innocents have received fine 
sepulture.
